AMERICAN MIDDLE WEST BANKS FAIL 
TO RE-OPEN. 

Another banking crisis threatens the Middle 
West, where the failure of large numbers of 
banks to re-open after the holiday 1s holding 
up trade and causing acute strain to those 
banks which have re-opened {cables the New 
York Correspondent of The Financial News). 
Leading bankers have been importuning the 
Administration for permission to set up some 
system of branch banking, whereby the sound 
banks would be enabled to extend the scope 
of their activities. The Treasury, however, 
is apparently opposed to branch banking. 
The Comptroller of the Currency has 1- 
structed directors of all national banks to 
devote their immediate attention to capital 
accounts and to suspend dividends if capital 
or surplus is impaired. Bankers generally 
are inelined to inquire why such an instruction 
was not sent out two years ago or more.

The sun just peeped into the grounds for an 
hour or two ch sos anybody else arrived. It 
threw a glow of life on the large enclosure of 
sprucely-trimmed turf and the smaller rings 
vivid grass, pied with daisies and dande- 


ns. 

It cast dappled shadows on the neat path- 
ways that are flanked by Continental-looking 
lines of trees jn whose training art has put 
-estraint on nature. Then it vanished suddenly 
nehind heavy banks of cloud. 

Most of us began to arrive about eleven 
o'clock with the rain, which fell imtermit- 
tently, though never heavily, for the rest of 
the day. Like a repentant prodigal, the sun 
stole back again shortly’ before five o'clock, 
as 'we were making up our minds to bid Balls- 
ridge good-bye. 

We left Ballsbridge a place of empty pens, 
silent stalls and aiit rings. Except for 
the industrial exhibition, only in the enclosure 
did the marks of the Show remain. There 
the green turf, drenched with downpours of 
rain. had been lashed by trampling hooves 
nto a muddy brown. 


TENT-PEGGING AND TRADE 
TURN-OUTS. 

Trade turnouts and tent-pegging bouts were 
among the varied contests which took place 
in the enclosure during the afternoon, over 
some of the heaviest going that has been en- 
countered at a Ballsbridge Show for many 
a day. The welter of flying turf kicked up 
bv the heels of the galloping horses added to 
the thrill of the daring display given by the 
Army tent-pegging troop, but credit is due 
solely to the competitors for the spectacular 
parade which was provided in the trade com- 
petition. 

” For many people these working‘:class steeds, 
groomed specially for the occasion and gar- 
nished with brightly-hned ribbons, are always 

ne of the best appreciated features of a 
Ballsbridge Show. Here one sees plebeian 
drawers of milk carts showing the spirit of 
Derby runners and massive dray horses rais- 
ing their hirsute fetlocks with the grace of 
cobs. ’ 

Yet this year the overwhelming attraction 
has not been, asin former years, the Jumping 
Enclosure. There is a change of outlook which 
can be regarded as & sign of the times, It 
was indoors that the crowds were gathered 
at their densest, and the real reason was noi 
the rain, but the fact that in the halls was 
assembled one of the greatest exhibitions cf 
Irish industry that has yet been brought to- 
gether under any roof. — 


FARMERS AND MANNEQUINS 

I noticed Mr. Sean T, O'Kelly, the Vice- 
President of the Free State Executive Coun- 
cil, strolling aropnd the stalls among people 
who have visited the show day after day, . 
and have hardiy seen a bull, a horse, or a 
sheep, so concentrated has been their interest | 
on the products of Irish factories, There is 
a touch of humour about the readiness with 
which farmers have flocked from the judging 
rings to watch the mannequin displays in the 
Members’ Hall. 

Elderly men from the West and South, 
with knee breeches, and with knotted black- 
thorns clutched in their horny hands, stood 
for hours with set counténances,’ earnestly 
watching the evolutions of women displaying 
the shapely lines of the creations of St.. 
Stephen s Green and Grafton street. Critical 
eves followed every movement of their stately 
parade, 

I hope that when these students of sar- 
torial style return to their rural homes they 
will be able to tell their wives of the colours 
and cut: that are now the vogue in the capi- 
tal; but I am afraid that their preference 
was awarded not for the achievements of 
tailors and milliners, but for the figures on 
which those achievements were hung. 

Whatever the tale that those sturdy agri- 
culturists take back with them, however, I 
can vouch that they thoroughly enjoyed them- 
selves—and, after all, what is the Spring 
Show for?
